GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  A EEA 


The  Easthamp stead  Rural  District  is  an  area  of  27,610  acres  in 
South  East  Berkshire.  The  District  is  irregular  in  outline  all  the 
t rmdaries  being  artificial  except  the  extreme  south-west  which  is  marked 
the  Blackwater  River.  The  general  configuration  of  the  ground  is 
rdulating,  the  highest  point  being  at  Caesars  Camp  (41 6 ft). 

Geologically  the  area  can  be  divided  into  two  very  different  parts. 
In  northern  part  of  the  district  is  mostly  on  London  clay  while  the 

r part  lies  on  the  Bagshot  sands.  This  difference'  in  the  nature 
of  the  soil  gives  very  different  characteristics  to  the  two  halves  of 
the  district.  The  northern  parishes  of  Binfield,  Warfield  and  part  of 
Winkfield  being  rich  agri cultural  land  while  the  southern  parishes  of 
Sandnurst,  Crcwthcrne  and  parts  of  Easthampstead  and  Winkfield  are 
co  -ered  with  pine  woods  and  heath. 

The  New  Town  of  Bracknell  is  situated  roughly  in  the  centre  of  the 
district  and  includes  parts  of  the  old  parishes  of  Warfield,  Winkfield, 
Binfield  and  Easthampstead®  The  Designated  area  has  now  been  enlarged 
to  3 3 286  acres.

The  corrected  Death  Rate  of  9.3  using  the  Registrar  Generals 
comparability  factor  is  lower  than  last  years  figure  and  well  below 
the  national  rate  of  11*5  per  1,000  population. 

Analysis  of  the  statistics  relating  to  age  and  cause  of  death  shows 
that  40%  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  people  over  73  years  of  age.  10% 
of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  people  between  the  ages  of  1 3 and  14. 
Almost  a quarter  of  these  tragic  deaths  were  accidental  - an  appauling 
waste . Another  quarter  were  due  to  malignant  disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  continues  to  rise, 

I 

this  year  the  total  was  24  compared  with  20  in  1 964.  Heart  Disease  and 
Cancer  together  caused  33%  of  all  the  deaths.  The  largest  single  cause 
of  death  was  coronary  heart  disease  which  accounted  for  J8  deaths, 
approximately  20%  of  all  deaths  in  the  district. 

Deaths  caused  by  infectious  diseases  have  declined  during  the  past 
thirty  years  but  the  major  killers  remain  - the  Cancers  and  Heart  disease. 
The  table  below  shows  the  major  causes  of  death  in  Rural  Districts 
Wokingham,  Cookham  and  Easthampstead)  in  Berkshire  in  1936  when  their 
combined  population  (33 5622)  was  very  close  to  the  present  population 
of  the  Easthampstead  Rural  District  (53  730 ) : —

Once  again  the  district  has  been  relatively  free  from  infectious 
disease  - Dysentery  remains  fairly  widespread  but  not  all  cases  are 
notified.  Fifty-six  of  the  notified  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of 
Sandhurst  sixteen  of  these  occurring  in  one  Institution. 
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Tuberculosis 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  remained  fairly  constant  with 
little  change  in  the  total  number  on  the  Register.  No  cases  were  found 
ir_  people  working  in  contact  with  the  young.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

As  I took  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in 
September,  19^5?  I cannot  report  fully  on  the  happenings  and  progress 
during  the  year.  The  sections  of  this  Report  supplied  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  will  supply 
information  on  works  carried  out  in  the  field  of  Public  Health, 

On  going  through  the  past  reports  of  the  previous  Medical  Officers 
of  Health s I find  that  our  problems  to-day  are  in  many  ways  similar  to 
chose  faced  in  the  past.  The  Report  for  1 93&  says  "the  whole  of  the 
Rural  District  will  soon  be  served  by  sewers"  and  later  in  the  same 
section  "wet  scavenging  (emptying  cesspools)  is  not  undertaken  by  the 
local  authority  and  in  view  of  the  extensive  sewage  schemes  it  is  hardly 
necessary, " 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  operated  by  this  Council  at  present 
probably  takes  up  as  much  office  staff  time  and  causes  as  much  public 
reaction  as  any  other  service  operated  by  the  Health  Department,  It 
appears  no  be  well  nigh  impossible  to  operate  the  service  to  the 
satisfaction  of  everyone  and  in  my  opinion,  the  only  satisfactory  answer 
will  be  the  extension  of  sewers  to  do  away  with  the  majority  of  the 
cesspools  in  the  District,  The  pollution  of  ditches  and  watercourses 
than  is  almost  inevitable  is  a most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  generally  throughout  the  area.  Piped  water  supply  is  available 
ir  every  Parish,  and  is  supplied  as  follows 

Parish  of  Winkfield  The  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company, 

The  Causway, 

Staines. 

Parishes  of  Bracknell,  Crowthorne,  Sandhurst,  Easthampstead 
Binfield  and  Warfield:  The  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company, 

Frimley  G-reen, 

Aldershot. 

There  are  less  than  of  the  properties  in  the  Rural  District  not 
c rnnected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken,  as 

follows : =

All  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

FLUORINE  CONTENT  OF  WATER 

The  parish  of  Winkfield  derives  its  supply  from  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company  whose  water  has  a fluo.rine  content  of  less  than 
0.1  parts  per  million  - an  insignificant  quantity  as  would  be  anticipated 

from  a river  source. 

The  remainder  of  the  Rural  District  derives  its  supply  from  the 
Mid  Wessex  Water  Company.  Prior  to  1950,  this  water  had  a high  fluorine 
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content  naturally  occurring  of  1 ,4  parts  per  million.  From  1 950  to 
195?  due  to  increased  demands,  supplementary  water  of  a low  fluorine 
content  (0. 1 - 0.25  parts  per  million)  had  been  added  affecting  mainly 
the  parishes  of  Sandhurst,  Crowthorne  and  parts  of  Easthampstead,  thus 
inducing  the  fluorine  content  in  these  areas  to  a level  of  0.6  - 0.9 
parts  per  million;  Warfield,  Binfield  and  Bracknell  remaining  unaffected. 
From  1 95?  additional  low  fluorine  water  has  further  reduced  the  levels  to 
Sif  to  0.7  parts  per  million  in  the  southern  area  and  0.7  to  0,9  parts 
per  million  in  the  northern  area.  It  is  anticipated  by  the  Company 
that  over  the  whole  of  these  areas  the  fluorine  content  will  become 
stabilized  at  0.6  to  0.8  parts  per  million  in  the  next  few  years. 

During  the  year  after  considerable  discussion  it  was  decided  that 
the  Berkshire  County  Council  be  informed  that  the  Council  are  in  favour 
of  artificial  fluoridation  in  this  area. 

PLUMB0-S0LVENT  ACTION 

The  water  supplied  in  this  district  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

STAND  PIPES 

There  are  no  houses  in  the  Rural  District  supplied  by  means  of 

stand-pipes. 

SWIMMING-  POOLS 

During  the  year  the  following  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council* s 
public  swimming  pool:- 

Braeknell  Pool  - 2 samples,  both  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

MAIN  DRAINAGE 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  District 
are  good,  and  reference  should  be  made  to  the  report  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  on  this  subject. 
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SURFACE  WATER  POLLUTION 

From  time  to  time  surface  water  drainage  becomes  polluted  with 
sewage  or  other  contaminants  which  are  prejudicial  to  health  and 
dangerous  to  aquatic  life.  The  whole  district  is  within  the  drainage 
area  of  the  Conservators  of  the  River  Thames,  which- river  is  a source  of 
potable  water  for  the  Metropolitan  area.  It  is  essential  to  try  to 
trace  sources  of  contamination  and  stop  them  - the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  work  in  collaboration  with  the  Inspectors,  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board  as  well  as  exercising  their  statutory  functions  under 
the  Public  Health  Act.  During  the  year  the  following  samples  of 
suspected  surface  water  were  taken: - 

Bacteriological  Analyses 

Bracknell,  stream  water  - 7 samples 

Bracknell , pond  water  - 1 sample 

Chemical  Analyses 

Bracknell,  stream  water  - 8 samples 

Samples  of  stream  water  were  taken  following  complaints  of  smells 
and  the  foul  state  of  the  Bullbrook  due  to  the  poor  effluent  from  the 
Windsor  R.D.C.  Sewage  Works.  Works  commenced  on  the  reconstruction  of 
these  Works  on  a two-year  contract  in  March,  1965,  and  it  is  unreasonable 
to  expect  any  marked  improvement  in  sewage  surification  until  the  new 
beds  are  completed  and  working. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-  SERVICES 

1 . Refuse  Collection 

A new  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  (DRX  624C)  - a Shelvoke  and  Drewry 
Pakamatic  type  of  35  cubic  yards  capacity  with  bulk  loader,  was  put  into 
service  in  February. 

A report  on  the  Trial  Scheme  of  Paper  Sacks  and  Holders  in  the 
Fernbank  Road  area,  which  commenced  in  October,  1964,  was  presented  to 
the  Council  in  July,  when  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  scheme. 
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Details  of  the  number  of  loads,  etc.,  collected  by  each  vehicle  are.-

The  experiment  of  having  a special  dumping  area  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Tip  for  use  at  week-ends  had  to  be  abandoned,  owing  to  its  misuse,  and 
arrangements  were  made  to  keep  the  Tip  open  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  so 
that  persons  wishing  to  dispose  of  rubbish  could  take  it  straight  into  the 
Tip.  The  number  of  old  cars  deposited  at  the  Tip  during  the  year 
continued  to  increase,  and  Contractors  have  had  to  be  employed  to  remove 
them. 

As  previously  reported,  the  land  at  Longhill  Road,  Chavey  Down,  used 
for  controlled  tipping  is  rapidly  nearing  completion,  and  the  urgency  for 
finding  other  tips  is  made  even  more  pressing  by  the  agreed  expansion  of 
Bracknell.  Apart  from  the  shortage  of  tipping  space,  strong  representations 
have  been  made  by  residents  of  the  nighbourhood  against  any  expansion  of 
refuse  disposal  in  that  locality,  and  for  improvements  in  the  working  of 
the  present  tip.  After  careful  surveys  and  consideration  of  all  factors 
the  Council  supported  its  Officers  and  the  following  programme:- 
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(i)  Longhill  Tip  - 

That  part  already  tipped  upon  to  completion  level  (about 
half)  to  be  levelled  off  and  covered  with  approximately  two  feet 
of  sand  and  soil  prior  to  seeding.  Any  over-burden  above 
finished  levels  to  be  removed  and  retipped  in  the  excavation 
area. 

That  part  not  yet  used  to  be  excavated  to  suitable  depth 
and  the  material  removed  (sand),  used  to  finish  off  as  described 
above,  and  also  be  build  an  embankment  about  thirty  feet  high 
round  the  perimeter  of  the  excavation  as  a screen  to  be  suitably 
planted  with  shrubs  to  form  a pleasing  landscape  when  viewed 
from  the  Bullbrook  Estate  (south-west  of  the  site). 

The  excavation  so  produced  to  be  filled  by  controlled 
tipping.  All  this  work  was  done  during  the  months  May  to  July 
by  Contractors  supervised  by  the  Council's  Engineer,  and  has 
proved  very  satisfactory.

(ii)  Prior's  Sandpit 

This  pit  is  now  available  to  the  Council  on  lease  for  refuse 
disposal.  A similar  excavation  and  screen  bank  was  made  here; 
a new  access  road,  fencing,  gateways  and  buildings  were  completed 
ready  for  use  as  a tip  following  completion  at  the  Longhill  Road 
Site. 
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(iii)  Fishponds  Lane , Wokingham 

A disused  brick-clay  pit  at  this  site  was  made  available 
by  the  owners,  Messrs.  Thomas  Lawrence  Ltd.,  to  the  Council  for 
refuse  disposal.  Negotiations  with  the  County  Planning 
Authority  and  the  Wokingham  Borough  Council  were  begun  to  enable 
the  site  to  be  used  for  that  purpose.  It  is  nearer  to  the 
parishes  of  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  than  the  present  Tip,  and 
will  afford  disposal  space  for  refuse  from  those  two  parishes 
for  a number  of  years.  Traffic  from  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst 
would  not  need  to  pass  through  the  town  of  Wokingham,  making 
access  from  that  area  comparatively  easy. 

(iv)  Binfield  Brick  and  Tile  Works 

After  protracted  negotiations  to  purchase  this  site  by 
agreement,  the  Council  was  obliged  to  seek  Compulsory  Purchase 
powers  to  acquire  this  land.  At  a Public  Inquiry  in  December, 
the  Objectors  (the  owners)  sought  to  terminate  the  hearing  by 
putting  forward  proposals.  These,  on  examination,  were 
basically  satisfactory  to  the  Council,  and  the  hearing  was 
suspended  to  allow  negotiations  to  be  made  on  the  proposals  of 
the  owners,  which  would  secure  for  the  Council  disposal  sites 
satisfactory  for  several  years. 

( v)  Disposal  - Future  Methods 

Along  with  the  problem  of  disposal  sites,  the  Council  has 
been  examining,  over  a number  of  years,  various  methods  of 
refuse  disposal.  Visits  throughout  this  country,  Scotland  and 
Switzerland,  have  been  made  by  both  Councillors  and  Officers  to 
inspect  plants  and  inquire  into  capital  costs  and  running  costs, 
together  with  efficiency  and  maintenance  problems. 

The  main  object  the  Council  had  in  view  was  conservation 
of  space  whereby  the  greatest  amount  of  refuse  would  be  disposed 
of  in  a limited  disposal  area  over  the  longest  possible  time. 
Allied  to  this  must  be  considered  the  cost  of  the  systems  and 
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their  public  health  efficiency  - absence  of  nuisance  from  smell, 
vermin,  insects,  dust,  smoke  and  noise.  It  was  finally  decided 
that  pulverisation  of  refuse  before  tipping  gave  the  most 
satisfactory  results  for  the  costs  involved  and  instructions 
have  been  given  for  detailed  specifications  and  estimates  of 
suitable  plant  to  be  prepared  as  soon  as  possible.  This  work 
is  now  going  forward  in  the  Engineer  and  Surveyors1 s Department. 

3.  Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

The  emptying  of  cesspools  continued  to  be  carried  out  free  of  direct 
charge  to  the  householder  upon  demand.  Up  to  twelve  times  per  year 
(except  to  premises  which  could  connect  to  a sewer)  was  allowed  as  a rate 
charge.  Additional  emptyings  were  allowed  to  a few  properties  where 
exceptional  difficulties  were  apparent.  There  were  six  hundred  and 
seventy  six  properties  serviced  in  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March, 
1966,  as  follows:-

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The  Council  decided  to  run  their  own  cesspool  emptying  vehicle  and  a 
new  vehicle  - Dennis  GBL  499C  Cesspool  Emptying  Vehicle  with  1 ,500  gallon 
tank  was  put  into  service  on  1st  October,  1965.  Although  it  was  realised 
that  one  machine  could  not  cope  alone  in  its  first  year  of  service,  as  the 
sewer  extensions  progress,  the  demand  for  tanker  services  would  be  reduced 
until  one  vehicle  would  not  be  fully  occupied  in  emptying  cesspools.  At 
this  stage  a dual  purpose  Cesspool  and  Gulley  Emptier  could  operate  both 
cleansing  services  and  highway  drain  maintenance.  At  present  Contractor's 
vehicles  are  helping  out  the  Council's  machine. 

4.  Public  Cleansing  Services  - Policy  and  Administration 

Following  representations  over  a number  of  years  that  this  service 
was  expanding  so  rapidly  as  to  justify  a full-time  officer  to  administer, 
the  Council  gave  full  consideration  to  reports  of  its  Officers,  and  to 
their  own  policy  requirements.  It  was  decided  to  form  a separate 
Cleansing  Committee,  and  appoint  a full-time  Cleansing  Officer  to  administer 
the  service  - the  whole  service  to  be  transferred  from  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department.  It  was  expected  that 
this  administrative  change  will  be  completed  during  1 966.

HOUSING  ACTS 

No  unfit  houses  were  represented  during  the  year,  but  Closing 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  three  houses  which  had  been  represented 
in  1964.

Cases  against  three  farmers  in  the  Winkfield  area  were  heard  at  the 
Ascot  Magistrates  Court  in  June  for  allowing  caravans  on  their  land 
without  being  licensed.

£25  ~s.  -d.  and  £5  5s.  -d.  Advocates  Fee. 

This  is  an  annual  problem  caused  by  between  twenty  and  fifty  large 
trailer  caravans  and  their  towing  vehicles  being  accommodated  in  a field 
for  a period  of  one  month  at  the  time  of  the  main  Ascot  Race  Meeting. 

High  cash  payments  are  offered  for  this  accommodation  and  no  sanitary 
facilities  provided  by  the  farmer  leading  to  complaints  both  of  disturbance 
and  nuisance  by  neighbouring  residents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEER  & SURVEYOR 


SEWAGE  TREATMENT  AND  SEWAGE 

During  the  year  the  reconstruction  of  the  biological  filters  at 
the  Easthampstead  Park  Sewage  Treatment  Works  was  completed,,  An 
informal  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  into  the  technical  proposals  for  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Easthampstead  Park  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  was 
held  and  my  proposals  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Works  were  approved 
with  the  modification  that  the  sludge  treatment  proposals  should  be 
omitted  for  the  time  being  and,  instead,  sludge  should  be  transported 
from  the  Works  for  treatment  and  disposal  at  the  Council's  Sandhurst 
Treatment  Works*  I consider  it  unlikely  that  this  will  be  a permanent 
feature  of  the  sewage  disposal  arrangements  of  the  District, 

So  far  as  the  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  main  drainage  scheme  is 
concerned,  continued  progress  has  been  made  with  the  construction  of 
additional  sewers  and,  in  particular,  the  Sandhurst  relief  sewer  and 
first  stage  of  the  Crowthorne  trunk  sewer  have  been  started.  The 
Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  continued  with  the  preparation  of 
proposals  for  the  expansion  of  the  Sandhurst  Sewage  Treatment  Works. 

At  Winkfield  Sewage  Treatment  Works  it  has  proved  necessary  to 
undertake  the  construction  of  sand  filters  to  act  as  tertiary  treatment 
units  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  final  effluent.  These  works 
are  being  undertaken  by  the  Direct  Labour  Section  of  my  Department  and 
are  progressing  well.  Relief  of  the  load  on  the  Winkfield  Sewage 
Treatment  Works  has  not  yet  been  effected  due  to  delays  in  the  construction 
of  the  Brockhill  gravity  foul  sewer  which  I now  expect  to  be  completed 
in  the  Spring  of  1966,  Steady  progress  has  been  made  with  the 

preparation  of  the  contract  documents  for  the  Maidens  Green  Sewage  scheme 
which,  subject  to  the  receipt  of  Ministry  loan  sanction,  it  should  be 
possible  to  commence  early  in  1 966, 
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Shortage  of  technical  staff  in  my  Department  has  again  held  back 
substantial  progress  with  the  design  of  various  surface  water  sewerage 
schemes  to  serve  the  Winkfield,  Crowthorne  and  Sandhurst  areas  of  the 
District. 

There  have  again  been  a greater  number  of  sewage  blockages  than 
in  previous  years  and  the  officers  and  workmen  of  my  Department  have, 
as  a result,  been  involved  in  many  hours  of  hard  work  in  unpleasant 
conditions*  Steady  progress  has  been  made  on  the  survey  of  all 
existing  public  foul  sewers  but  it  would  appear  that  it  may  be  necessary 
to  undertake  sewer  cleansing  as  a routine  operation  and  for  the  Council 
to  obtain  the  requisite  staff  and  equipment. 

STREET  CLEANSING- 

The  second  year  of  street  cleansing  work  has  now  been  completed  and 
many  of  the  early  difficulties  connected  with  maintaining  the  programme 
of  work,  have  been  overcome.  A vast  amount  of  refuse  is  picked  up  from 
the  streets  of  the  Town  each  week  and  the  further  mechanisation  of  the 
work  in  19 66,  and  the  provision  of  additional  litter  bins  and  more 
frequent  emptying  of  those  bins,  will  materially  assist  in  keeping  the 
Town  clean  and  tidy. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

A computation  of  the  space  available  for  tipping  based  upon  a land 
survey  of  the  site,  and  refuse  collection  records  of  the  Health  Department 
indicated  that  all  available  tip  space  would  be  taken  up  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

In  order  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  tip,  major  earth  moving  works  l 
undertaken  by  the  Direct  Labour  Section  of  my  Department.  These  works 
included  an  earth  wall  around  three  sides  of  the  site  as  well  as 
extensive  excavation,  levelling  and  grading  work  in  the  course  of  which 
over  120,000  cu.  yds.  of  material  was  moved.  The  work  was  completed  in 
fourteen  weeks  and  was  expected  to  extend  the  life  of  the  site  until 
early  1966.  It  appears  that  the  life  of  the  present  tip  will  be  longer 
than  that. 
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EASTHAMPSTEAD  PARK  CEMETERY 

Throughout  the  year  cultivation  of  the  site  continued  and  with  the 
aid  of  residents  from  Churchill  House , the  large  number  of  stones  that 
had  hitherto  prevented  effective  grass  cutting,  were  collected  and 
carted  to  the  tip.  Dressing  the  land  with  fertilizer  and  cutting  the 
grass  regularly  is  resulting  in  a firm  growth  being  established  before 
the  Cemetery  is  brought  into  use. 

Outline  design  plans  for  a Crematorium  Chapel  and  ancillary 
buildings  have  been  prepared  by  my  staff  and  detailed  planning  approval 
of  the  proposals  has  been  obtained. 

While  the  site  has  been  so  laid  out  that  it  can  be  brought  into 
immediate  use  for  burial  purposes  if  necessary,  plans  are  being  prepared 
for  the  first  stage  road  drainage  work  required  in  order  that  the 
Cemetery  may  be  made  available  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  layout 
plan  that  has  been  approved.  I expect  that  this  first  construction 
contract,  will  be  commenced  in  1966. 

HOUSING  SCHEMES 

During  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the  construction  of  twenty-six 
houses  on  the  Council's  estate  at  Roebuck,  Binfield,  and  substantial 
progress  was  made  on  the  construction  of  the  twenty-four  two-bedroomed 
Reema  flats  at  Barn  Farm,  Bracknell.  The  first  stage  of  the  civil 
engineering  road  and  sewer  works  to  serve  the  first  stage  of  the 
Owlsmoor  redevelopment  area  were  undertaken  and  early  in  1 966  plans  will 
be  prepared  for  development  of  sites  at  New  Road  and  Prince  Villa, 
Sandhurst. 

In  Bracknell,  the  Bagshot  Road  redevelopment  scheme  has  been  held 
up  due  to  difficulties  over  land  acquisition. 

At  Crowthorne,  where  the  Owlsmoor  Redevelopment  scheme  is  g >ing 
forward,  it  is  expected  that  tenders  will  be  invited  in  1 966  for  the 
first  stage  housing  development  consisting  of  thirty  houses  and  that 
thereafter,  further  contracts  for  the  construction  of  roads  and  sewers 
will  go  forward. 


With  the  completion  of  the  Roebuck  Housing  Development  and  the 
Barn  Farm  Development,  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a substantial 
reduction  in  the  housing  list  for  the  Bracknell  area® 

HOUSING  MODERNISATION  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  housing  modernisation  of  the  Council's  properties  at  Hatchet 
Lane 3 Cranbourne,  has  been  completed  and  similar  work  at  Osmans  Close, 
Winkfield,  has  also  substantially  finished®  Plans  for  the  modernisation 
of  four  houses  in  Broadmoor  Road  are  being  prepared  and  it  Is  hoped  that 
these  works  together  with  various  electrical  improvement  and  floor  tiling- 
works,  will  go  forward  in  1966® 

BARNETT  COURT,  SWAN  HOUSE  AND  R.0THWELL  HOUSE 

The  Council's  Old  Persons  Housing  Units  have  continued  to  operate 
most  successfully®  The  House  Committee  meets  regularly  and  deals  with 
all  management  and  welfare  matters® 

CAR  PARKING  AND  GARAGES 

Shortage  of  technical  staff  and  pressure  of  work  generally 
prevented  a start  on. the  provision  of  additional  garages  and  parking 
spaces  on  the  Council's  housing  estates®  Preparation  of  the  plans  are 
at  an  advanced  stage,  however,  and  subject  to  Ministry  approval,  it  Is 
expected  that  a start  will  be  made  in  1966  on  the  building  of  garages,  et 
to  ease  the  present  situation  of  extensive  kerbside  parking® 

SWIMMING  POOL 

Favourable  weather  conditions  during  the  1 965  season  encouraged 
attendances  at  the  Swimming  Pool  which  had  a record  season®  The  second 
stage  improvement  of  the  changing  accommodation  made  it  possible, 
although  difficult,  for  a large  number  of  swimmers  to  change  their 
clothes,  but  it  is  expected  that  the  Stage  3 Improvements  planned  to  be 
ready  for  use  for  the  1 966  season,  will  solve  the  problem® 


In  order  to  encourage  children  to  learn  to  swim,  the  Council, 
sponsored  inter- schools  swimming  galas  for  Primary  and  Secondary  School 
children.  Shields  were  obtained  for  the  schools  obtaining  the 
largest  number  of  points  in  the  three  divisions  (Primary  Schools, 

G-iris*  Secondary  Schools,  Boys'  Secondary  Schools)  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  galas  were  very  well  supported  and 
showed  that  the  school  children  of  the  area,  particularly  at  Primary 
School  level,  have  a high  standard  cf  swimming  ability, 

Bracknell  Swimming  Club  once  again  devoted  much  time  and  energy 
teaching  young  people  to  swim  and  the  Central  Council  for  Physical 
Recreation  held  a course  of  swimming  instruction  for  adults, 

SPORTS  STADIUM 

Construction  of  the  multi-purpose  Hall,  smaal  Hall  and  ancillary 
facilities  at  the  Bracknell  Sports  Stadium  is  in  progress  and.  it  is 
expected  that  the  small  Hall  should  be  available  for  use  early  in  1 966 
and  that  the  remainder  of  the  buildings'  contracts  will  be  completed 
before  the  end  of  that  year.  The  demand  for  the  use  of  the  facilities 
at  the  Stadium  has  continued  to  increase, 

CENTRAL  DEPOT 

In  order  that  further  stages  of  development  at  the  Central  Depot 
may  go  forward,  extensive  road  and  drainage  works  have  been  undertaken 
that  have  "opened  up"  the  site.  As  part  of  these  works,  boundaries 
have  been  fenced  and  landscaping  works  undertaken  to  the  frontage  of 
the  depot  in  order  that  it  may  present  an  attractive  frontage  to  Old 
Bracknell  Lane,  Further  development  cf  the  site,  planned  for  1966, 
will  result  in  vehicles  being  garaged  at  the  rear  of  the  sate  away  from 
residential  development  in  the  neighbourhood  and  so  reduce  the  risk  of 
disturbance  to  local  residents  at  the  start  of  the  working  day,
